Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest in combination a soundproof thermal shield 
comprising an aluminum support, five plies of knitted aluminum fabric compressed to 
create a permeable mat, and a thermal covering made of aluminum, the support having 
a free side and noise pass-through holes.
